Yet, British finance 
never lost confidence in its own powers of 
recuperation. It applied itself so success- 
fully to the task of re-weaving the 
shattered fabric of British currency that 
to-day the pound has ‘reached the value of 
4.76 dollars in New York, and parity is 
only a matter of months. 

The deposits in the British banks are 
actually larger to-day than they were at 
the end of 1918, and consequently more. 
than twice as great as they were at the 
beginning of the war. It is plain thas 
this large increase in money tokens does 
not represent an accumulation of real 
added wealth, since there is no doubt that 
Britain is considerably poorer to-day than 
she was in 1914. The apparent paradox of 
ai currency which has been inflated to 
double its normal size; and yet is within 
easy reach of gold parity, may ‘be ex- 
plained, at least partially, by the fact 
that, since the war, gold itself has depre- 
ciated heavily in terms of commodities as 
a result of the universal inflation of 
currency, even in the United States. It 
is hardly accurate, therefore, to speak of a 
restoration of the gold standard. If, and 
when, it is restored, it will be a new gold 
standard, and will tend to stereotype the 
completely new set of values which 
have arisen during the past ten years. 
There is a fear in business circles 
that the restoration of a gold standard 
at present might lead to unduly 
severe money rates, as its maintenance 
undoubtedly would be difficult ; and, when

St. Paul's Cathedral is in such a condi- 
tion that the Corporation of the City of 
London feels justified in serving the Dean 
and Chapter with a notice that it is a 
dangerous structure. This step is due to 
& report made by the Dangerous Structures 
Surveyor to the Corporation that the dome 
of the famous building is in danger of 
falling if the present remedies are con- 
tinued, since t are considered .to be 
ineffective. It is understood that there is 
no ex tion that there will be any 
immediate collapse, but there is a possi- 
bility that the dome may fall in a few 
years time, unless new and more solid 
foundations can be provided. The Sur- 
veyor's opinion is that the only sure 
method is to replace the present piers 
supporting the dome, which are now filled 
with rubble, by piers of solid masonry. 
Tke announcement has created a great stir 
in the City, both in Corporation circles 
and among the Cathedral authorities, but 
both are extremely reticent. 

The Italian Crisis. 

Surprise is general in political circles 
to-day at the attack leunched by Mr. 
Lloyd George on Signor Mussolini. The 
people of this country may have their 
own ideas concerning government, but the 

vernment of Italy is the affair of the 
talian people, and the present does not 
seem the moment for a slashing attack 
on the Italian Premier. King Bomba, the 
notorious King of Naples, known to 
history as Ferdinand VI., whom Mr. 
Lioyd George used as a whip with which’ 
to lash Mussolini, received his unpleasant 
nickname because he caused towns to be 
bombarded containing people who hated 
him and his rule. He became a by-word 
for cruelty, and, as this country was at 
the time the headquarters of the move- 
ment for Italian liberation, his name and 
rm ee gong to the English 
people, particularly as he was publicly 
attacked by Palmerston and Gladstone. 


Bathan Affairs. 


Experts in Balkan matters do not like the 
way in which things are shaping in Jugo 
Slavia, where the Pashitch Administration 
has just succeeded in arresting Raditch, 
the Croatian agitator. It is thought that 
trouble is now inevitable between Serbia, 
as resented by Belgrade, the capital of 
Jugo-Slavia, and Zagreb, the capital of 
Croatia. If the Pashitch Government pro 
ceeds to the extreme step of executing 
Raditch, it is feared that there will be a 
general rising in Croatia. The danger is 
that the rebellion against the centralisa- 
tion of the Serbs might spread to such 

laces as Slovenia, Montenegro and 
— all of which countries have 
their particular grievances against the 
Pashitch régime. The Balkans, in fact, 
are once more in danger of being thrown 
into the melting-pot. 


Mesul. 
The question of Mosul, which was 
assumed to have been shelved for a few 


months, may shortly trouble the British 
authorities again, although this time only 
in the political sense. According to & 
statement by the High Commissioner of 
Iraq, Sir Henry Dobbs, the findings of 
the Commission of the League of Nations 
appointed to determine Iraq’s northern 
frontier will not be published until after 
the three neutral experts have returned 
to Europe. Great preparations are being 
made in Mosul for the League 's repre- 
sentatives—Bagdad is sending thither its 
choicest furniture, and so on. As the 
Commission only left Constantinople on 
Monday, we may well have to wait until 
the spring for this frontier decision. This 
is particularly unfortunate in view of 
Iraq's forthcoming elections; for, although 
it is by no means expected that the pro- 
Turkish party in Iraq will be in a 
majority, the Arabs of Mosul have told 
Bagdad that, if they are not granted re- 
missions of revenue, they will declare 
themselves pro-Turk before the League's 
Commission. 

Sir Alfred Cope. 


Sir Alfred Cope, formerly so well knows 
in Ireland, and latterly the organiser el 
the National Liberal Party for Mr. Lloyd 

, has given up political life and u 
going into business. He has become the 
secretary of the Amalgamated Anthracite 
Company, a concern owning ten collieries, 
of which Sir Alfred Mond is chairman. 
Sir Alfred Cope said that the reason why 
he left the organising work was because 
he had a desire to cement the union of 
the Liberals as completely as possible. 
He did all that he could to bring the two 
Liberal wings into communion, but when 
he was given the opportunity to take up 
a business career he took it, since his 
association with the re-united Liberal 
Party was not excessively comfortable.
